school building hu» been paid; a cement 
sidewalk laid and other improvements 
made.

VERE INJURIES. 


East Bound Freight,/Obscured By Lumber 


Pile, Crashes Into Wagon 
Throwing 


Occupant in Air and Inflicting 
Cuts 


and Wounds on Back and Head. 


William Hardy, president and owner 


of the Union Grove waterworks plant, 
nnd one of the best known and 
most 


progressive citizens of that village,, nar- 
rowly escaped being killed late Saturday 
afternoon. 


With a horse attached to a, wagon he 


was driving across the tracks of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway. 
There w;i.s a lumber pile in the lumber 
yard just west of the. station, thit ob- 
scured the view of the tracks to the. 
west. 


Mr. Hardy did not see an cast bound 


freight train coming until it was 
too 


late. The train struck the wagon square 
in the center and wrecked it. Mr. Hardy' 
was thrown-several feet and the wreck 
of the wagon fell on top of him. His 
head was cut, back injured and many 
other injuries sustained. 


Spectators picked him up nnd he was 


taken to his home nnd physicians called. 
Although his injuries arc of a painful 
nature,, he will fully recover. 
Escape 


from instant death is considered miracu- 
lous by the gentleman and his friends. 


The horse, broke loose and ran away 


after the wagon was hit, but escaped in- 
jury. There are a number of bad cross- 
ings .in the Grove and the village resi- 
dents believe there should bs a flagman, 
when trains are coming or some other 
protection given.

Relative of Man Killed by Train Recog- 


nizes Remains But Can Not Tell Why 


Machinist Was Walking on Railroad 


• Track—Had Been Wealthy Inventor, 


But Lost Money. 


C. E. Pierson, 582C Pleasant street, 


Chicago, came, to the city Sunday morn- 
ing and identified the body of the man 
killed by a north bound passenger train 
on the 'Chicago a.nd Northwestern rail- 
way, Friday night, as his brother, F. 
0. Pierson, a machinist by trade. 


He told Coroner Hoyle that the dead 


man WHS a Swede, 50 years old, and a 
machinist by trade. Inventing a num- 
ber of patents for ice machines and re- 
frigerators, be at one time was worth 
$25,000. But he lost most of his mon- 
ey. Up to a week ago last Saturday he 
was employed under his brother, who 
has charge' of the drop forge depart- 
ment of Armstrong Brothers' Tool com- 
pany, 10-1 Francisco avenue, Chicago. He 
cp.iit work, having received word from 
Iowa that a tirm would make his re- 
frigerator patents. On Tuesday last he, 
drew 925 wages ami left Chicago for 
Milwaukee, to interview attorneys who 
had charge of his legal affairs and that 
was the last the brother had seen or 
heard of him until a cclegram came that 
he was killed. The brother said he could 
not account for the dead man being in 
this vicinity unless he came here to sec 
a; Mr. Larson, formerly in connection 
with _lne. Baciue Refrigerator; coiominv, 
What he "was "doing down 'near Berry - 
villc will possibly never be known. 


Scout Suicide Theory. 


The theory that he deliberately lay 


down on the tnick and placed his. head 
on the rail, with suicidal intent, is ex- 
ploded .by the testimony at the inquest, 
given by C. -\. Anderson, engineer of thn 
train. Mr. Anderson testified that he. 
saw the man through the cab window 
of the engine and he was walking near 
to the south bound track. Whfn the 
engine got within two hundred feet of 
him lie either fell or staggered over 
against the locomotive and that the pi- 
lot caught him under fie chin and tore 
his head oil'. Tho train, was stopped, 
backed and the body picked' up and 
brought to the. main depot. 


Conductor II. M. Rarwood and others 


of the crew, knew nothing of the acci- 
dent. 


Dr.- McNitt, surgeon for the road, tes- 


tified to having made, an examination of 
the body and described the injuries. 
' Tho jury, after hearing all of the tes- 
timony, brought in the, following, ver- 
dict: 


"We, the jury, find that F. 0. Pierson 


came to his death by being struck by a 
passenger 
train on the Cb.ic.ogo 
and 


Northwestern 
railway, 
north 
bound, 


passing Berryville, Wis., at about 9:42 
p. m., Friday night. May 21st, 1809. 
Tlm.t from evidence submitted he. was 
walking south on the south bound track 
and at tho approach of the trnin he 
seemed to plunge or stamper into the lo- 
comotive and thus met his death. That 
the name F. 0. Pierson is based on th 
fact that several letters, bearing this 
name and address, 5654 Fifth avenue, 
Chicago, were' found on his person."

WALLACE INGALLS EXPLAINS COM- 


PENSATION PLAN 


Assemblyman Asserts That Employers 


Should Pay Idemnity Without Regard 


for 
Contributory 
.Negligence—Would 


Not Cause Greater Expense. 


Assemblyman 
Wallace 
Ingalls 
was 


home from Madison Sunday. 
It is the 


view of Assemblyman Ingal'.s that a 
compensation, law which will require em- 
ployers of labor to pay idcmnity for 
death or injury to employes without re- 
ga... to the responsibility for the acci- 
dent, is the only solution of the employ- 
er's liability problem. 


"Economists arc agreed that something 


must be done to relieve present coudi- 
lions," said Mr. Ingalls. 
"As matters 


now stand the courts arc clogged with 
personal injury suits. Indeed, it has been 
estimated that fully one-half the litiga- 
tion pending in this state today is made 
up of suits growing out of personal in- 
juries. The condition alone warrants im- 
mediate action looking to relief. 


"Every product which men Uie comes 


to us mingk'd with the blood and tears 
as well as the wealth-and labor of our 
fellows. 
Why should we not pay for 


the blood and tears as well ns for the 
capital and labor? 


"I proposed that employes of factor- 


ies and' workshops and other hazardous 
employments (-hall enjoy the same rights 
before the courts as railway employes. 
In other words, I would have employers 
pay iiiemnity to their workers when in- 
jured or their widows end orphans when 
killed in the way of the employment 
where such.injury or death has noc been 
caused by fraud or willful misconduct on 
the, part of the employe. The. vexed ques- 
tion of contributory negligence will not 
enter into the transaction, if I have my 
way. 


"Every country in the world which is 


progressive and -enlightened has'laws of 
;th:($*ig2;-pn$V'4n''m6re striiigent. I am 
eSl!iiou%'tKOT" the way for such » radical 
change in our laws is strewn with many 
difficulties, .but there difficulties arc mat- 
ters of detail which can be sutisinutorily 
worked out. The expense to the employ- 
er, for instance, will not be larger than 
it is at.present, with the high premiums 
he now has to pay for private liability 
insurance, to say nothing of lawyers' fees 
and court costs. 


"Observing employers admit that there 


is a direct and calcuable loss to the con- 
cern caused by that ill feeling and lack 
of esprit du corps due to the natural an- 
tagonism between the interests of the 
employer and the employe as to personal 
injuries. 
Men and women have not the 


same devotion to their work and have 
not that consideration for their employ- 
er's interests under present conditions 
which they should have nnd which 1 be- 
lieve, they Would have if my bill becomes 
a law."

LONDON. May 24.—Kmpire Day which 


comes on the anniversary of the birth 
of the late Queen Victoria, was -more 
generally observed today than since its 
inauguration. The clay has been select- 
ed as the occasion upon which the chil- 
dren of the empire shull honor the flag, 
and it was celebrated in every part of 
(ircat Britain. It is estimated that 1,- 
000,000 persons saluted the national em- 
blem and in the United Kingdom alone 
close to four million children took part 
in the demonstration. 1'or the first time, 
London had an 
organized celebration. 


Five thousand uniformed 
school 
boys 


marched through the main streets of the 
capital to Hyde park. Here all the chil- 
dren gathered and saluted the national 
flng as well as the emblem of fifty-six 
dominions and colonies.
